Originally expected to be one 
of the first Scottish Bus Group 
subsidiaries offered for sale, 
Fife Scottish Omnibuses Ltd 
has finally been offered for 
sale as part of the privatisa- 
tion of the Scottish Bus Group. 
It is the penultimate company 
to be advertised, only High- 
land has yet to be put up for 
sale. 

Managing director Derek 
Stuart is to lead a manage- 
ment and employee buyout 
bid. Former finance director 
Ron McQueen left the compa- 
ny late in 1990 when former 
Highland Scottish managing 
director Jim Moffat joined the 
company as finance director 


and deputy managing 
director. 

Fife has been experiencing 
considerable competition 


from independent operators. 
Rennies challenged much. of 
Fife’s network in Dunfermline 
and Moffat and Williamson did

so in Kirkaldy and Glenrothes. 
The level of competition expe- 
rienced led to Fife gaining 
permission to buy 20 new 
MCW Metroriders in 1988 and 
four Reeve Burgess Renaults 
in 1989, some of very few SBG 
deliveries in the last three 
years. The total fleet is now 
around 300 vehicles operating 
from depots at Aberhill, Cow- 
denbeath, Dunfermline, Glen- 
rothes, Kirkaldy, Newburgh 
and St. Andrews. 

In 1989 the company made a 
profit of £800,000 on a turn- 
over of £14.9 million and car- 
ried an estimated 34 million 
passengers. It employs 846 
Staff. 

Among the other SBG sub- 
sidiaries on offer a sale an- 
nouncement for Kelvin central 
is thought to be imminent and 
final bids for Bluebird Nor- 
thern were due in by 31 Janu- 
ary. 


call in receivers 


Scotts of Bellshill, the East 
Kilbride coachbuilding firm, 
were placed in receivership 
on 28 January 1991. The com- 
pany will continue to operate 
under the management of ap- 
pointed receivers RW Wilson 
& DC Griffith of Touche Ross 
until it can be ascertained 
whether Scotts can be sold as 
a going concern, or sales and 
dispersal of assets are 
necessary before passing the 
company into liquidation. It is 
hoped that all the vehicles 
currently in production will be 
completed and delivered to 
customers. 

Scotts were originally 
formed over 100 years ago 
and became subject to a 
management buyout in 1986.

MMC disappoint Caldaire 


The Monopolies and Mergers 
Commission’s conclusion that 
Caldaire Holdings Ltd’s acqui- 
sition of Bluebird Securities 
Ltd may be expected to work a 
gainst the public interest, has 
come as a disappointment to 
Caldaire chairman, Ken Hodg- 
son. The Bluebird operation 
included Trimdon Motor Ser- 
vices and Teesside Motor 
Services based at Trimdon 
Grange and Stockton respect- 
ively. 

‘In arriving at their conclu- 
sion the MMC has clearly ig- 
nored much of the evidence 
which proved that far from be- 
ing against the public interest, 
the acquisition provided some 
very definite benefits to the 
public. Independent market 
research showed that only 6% 
of all people interviewed on 
Teesside, thought that the ta- 
keover had been to their dis- 
advantage,’ said Ken Hodg- 
son. 


B&CB understands that the 
MMC’s objections centre on 
the lack of competition that 
now exists in the relatively 
sparcely populated Trimdon 
area. Since the acquistion the 
former Trimdon operation has 
been fully integrated within

Repeat order

ny last year. The new buses 
will be powered by Gardner 
engines and have Voith tran- 
smissions. Bodywork will be 
completed by East Lancs 
Coachbuilders of Blackburn. 


United Automobile and _ all 
staff, contracts and vehicles 
transferred to its Peterlee, 
Durham and Bishop Auckland 
depots. The MMC wants Trim- 
don to divest itself of some 
routes in the area to a compet- 
ing operator. 

The Teesside Motors Ser- 
vices operation, which runs 90 
of the 120 buses taken over, is 
not thought to have concerned 
the MMC because of the very 
high level of competition that 
continues to exist in the area. 
Since acquired by Caldaire it 
has instigated a code of con- 
duct to which most operators 
in the area now adhere, and 
seen the first time MoT pass 
rate of vehicles rise from 50% 
to 90%. 

In a statement Ken Hodgson 
also pointed to Caldaire’s 
heavy investment in new 
vehicles and claimed that a 
similar policy was envisaged 
for the fleets acquired from 
Bluebird Securities. The Cal- 
daire chairman will be watch- 
ing for the decision, expected 
soon, on the remarkably simi- 
lar South Yorkshire Transport 
case covering its acquisition 
of SUT. He and his legal ad- 
visers may yet decide to seek 
a judicial appeal.

A stylish aluminium bus body from Reeve 
Burgess on the Dennis Dart Chassis 


‘Another dog from Reeve Bur- 
gess’, it’s the sort of headline 
few journalists can_ resist. 
Close on the heals of the 
Beagle and the Harrier, a 
hunting dog not a bird, Reeve 
Burgess have introduced the 
Pointer. Managing director 
David Quainton prefers to say 
that his product range is 
named after ‘hairy qua- 
drupeds,’ which neatly brings 
in that great Reeve Burgess 
success story, the Beaver. 
Yes they all have tails but be- 
fore this tale goes completely 
off course it is worth pointing 
out that their latest offering is 
a dog in name only. 
Available exclusively on the 
increasingly popular Dennis 
Dart chassis, the Pointer is the 
first Reeve Burgess product to 
be framed in aluminium rather 
than steel. David Quainton 
said, 'We still believe a steel 
frame is right for smaller 
buses, but for a long life 
vehicle of this size we studied 
the options carefully and con- 
cluded that aluminium offered 
clear benefits in weight saving 
and long-term durability.’ 
When Trinity sold the Duple 
body design for the Dart the

ties baffled me but the gist is that it will last a long time 
and, should any of it be damaged, it can be easily 
replaced. 


Reeve Burgess management 
thought seriously about buy- 
ing it but eventually decided 
not to because it considered 
the Cromweld steel framing to 
be a technological blind al- 
ley. 

In appearance it is arguably 
the most modern looking of 
the growing number of body- 
builders products offered on 
the Dart chassis. Making the 
most of the restricted space 
available on a small chassis 
leaves precious little room for 
design features once essen- 
tials like wide door apertures 
have been incorporated, but 
Alan Ponsford, the Pointer’s 
designer, has made a very 
neat job of both the front and 
rear of the bus. GRP mould- 
ings in three parts form the 
bumper sections, and the air 
intake necessary for the 
Dart’s rear engine is dis- 
guised within a black mould- 
ing beneath the rear window. 
Alan Ponsford’s company, Ca- 
poco Design, was_ involved 
with the design of the Dart 
chassis and the Duple 425 in- 
tegral. Employed by Plaxton to 
work on the aluminium system 
for its new bus, Reeve Bur- 


gess gave him the brief for 
both the styling and structure 
of the Pointer. 

Coupled with the aluminium 
frame which is designed for a 
12 year life, the body incor- 
porates a variety of features 
intended to ensure the vehicle 
spends the maximum time on 
the road, earning, throughout 
its operational career. The 
windows are gasket glazed 
rather than bonded and are 
consequently quicker and 
easier to replace. The front 
screen is a split double curva- 
ture design. The roof is a 
single piece of aluminium 
which is bonded and rivetted 
to the frame and the side pa- 
nels, which are butt jointed 
and bonded to the structure, 
are made of the same ma- 
terial. The extensive use of 
aluminium and GRP _ over- 
comes the corrosion pro- 
blems that can occur with 
steel. Where the aluminium 
body interfaces with the steel 
chassis the the vehicle is 
treated with dielectric paint. 
The steel has two coats of 
Mebon protection. 


Computer 
aided 
design 


Last month B&CB reported 
on the new single deck city 
bus which Plaxton are deve- 
loping. The same high techno- 
logy computer aided design 
systems used to develop that 
have been been employed on 
the Pointer. Finite element 
analysis has enabled its de- 
signers to pinpoint any struc- 
tural weakspots before any 
metal has been cut. Five of the 
eight extrusions used on the

full sized Plaxton bus are also 
incorporated in the Pointer, 
together with all of the joints. 

With the increasing impor- 
tance placed on DiPTAC rec- 
ommendations it would be 
surprising if the Pointer was 
not well equipped in this res- 
pect. On the nine metre 
example we were shown the- 
re were plenty of bright green 
handrails, the step edgings 
were marked with yellow and 
black sharks tooth designs 
and there was a bus stopping 
sign. A choice of conventional 
or split step arrangements are 
available. The split step ver- 
sion has three’ shallow 
(295mm) steps and a ground 
to first step height of only 
240mm. The door aperture is 
1280mm, giving 1060mm be- 
tween the door handles when 
the twin glider doors are 
open. The large destination 
display is situated above the

main screen and separate 
from it, tilted forward slightly 
for ease of reading. 

Reeve Burgess are to build 
the design on all three Dart 


length variants. On the 8.5 me- 
tre the maximum seating 
capacity will be 35 plus 13 
standees, on the 9.0 metre, 
38+15 and on the 9.8 metre, 


43+ 17. 

The first 9.0 metre vehicle has 
already been purchased by 
Southampton Citybus. London 
Buses has placed the first 
major order for the 8.5 metre 
Pointer taking no less than 52 
for services in the wands- 
worth area. South London is to 
take 12, London General 21 
and London United 19. All are 
due for delivery in April and 
May. As the order is larger 
than Reeve Burgess could 
cope with in the timescale, the 
jigs and fittings are to be 
duplicated and 33 of the buses 
will be built at Plaxton’s Scar- 
borough plant. Regardless of 
where the buses are built they 
will be badged and marketed 
as Reeve Burgess products, 
and sold by the Pilsley based 
sales team. The London 
United order for 19 is to be 
built in Derbyshire, work on 
the first vehicles having alrea-

dy begun. 

David Quainton explained 
that the Plaxton link gives his 
company an advantage over 
other small vehicle manufac- 
turers for whom a large order 
can blot out production for 
long periods. The ability to 
call on Scarborough’s capac- 
ity enables Reeve Burgess to 
look after all of its existing 
customers and retain a wide 
customer and market base. 

Prices for the Pointer range 
are competitive with other 
manufacturer’s products. The 
8.5 metre costs from £55,500, 
the 9.0 Metre from £55,700 and 
the 9.8 metre from £57,500. 

At a time when many small 
vehicle manufacturers are 
wondering where the next 
order is coming from Reeve 
Burgess is increasing its 
market share by continuing to 
win large orders. David 
Quainton commented, ‘Part of 
the secret of our success has 
been identifying market seg- 
ments and serving them with 
a broad product range. Our 
range starts with van conver- 
sions and then increases in 
size through three established 
coachbuilt bodies, the Beaver, 
the Beagle and the Harrier. It 
now finishes with the Pointer, 
the biggest bus we _ will 
build.’

Hackney and private hire 
taxis are regarded as compe- 
tition by many coach 
operators but Norman and 
Anne Hattersley find dovetai- 
ling the running of taxis and 
coaches provides benefits for 
both. Trading under the Abbey 
name, they combine the ope- 
ration of full sized coaches, 
mini coaches, midi coaches, 
private hire taxis, Hackney 
carriages, a parcel delivery 
service and a garage from 
their premises on one of Shef- 
field’s steepest hills. 

After training as a mechanic 
with Curtis Coaches and see- 
ing how cut throat the coach 
business was in South York- 
shire, Norman vowed never to 
operate coaches. When he left 
the army in 1953 he bought a 
Hackney plated Austin 16 and 
set up in the taxi business. 
The heater was so ineffective 
that he was constantly hoping 
for a job to the top of the hilly 
City Road so the engine would 
get warm. 

A move to using radios be- 
fore the opposition did li- 
kewise helped with the growth 
of the business. Using the rad- 
ios led to Abbey’s expulsion 
from the local taxi associa- 
tion, even though they had 
been helping the other taxi 
firms by passing on mess- 
ages. Some time later Nor- 
man started another taxi asso- 
ciation which ran very 
smoothly for a while. The ex- 
pansion of the number of 
vehicles operated led him to 
employ part time drivers 
which, in turn, led to his expul- 
sion from that organisation. 
Most taxi operators operate 
either Hackney cabs or pri- 
vate hire cars, in successfully 
running both Abbey are com- 
paratively unusual. The busi- 
ness became a limited com- 
pany in July 1971. 

Today there are eight Ab- 
bey private hire cars and one 
Austin FX4 Hackney. In addi-

tion the company rents radios 
to around 80 Hackney and pri- 
vate hire vehicles. The solit- 
ary FX4 is one of a large 
number operated for a brief 
period by Lincoln City Tran- 
sport. It is painted white which 
distinguishes it from 
Hackneys without wheelchair 
facilities and also enables it to 
be used on the wedding jobs 
for which it is sometimes 
requested. In common with 
many taxi operators Abbey 
recognised the possibilities 
for running a parcel delivery 
operation alongside the taxis. 
Now nine vans are operated 
as part of the City Link ne- 
twork. The offices are manned 
24 hours a day because of the 
taxi business. In total there 
are 20 office staff of which 


three concentrate mainly on 
the coaching side, though the- 
re is considerable overlap in 
the duties of a number of other 
staff. 

The mini/midibus fleet cur- 
rently stands at six, consisting 
of three Mercedes 307Ds, an 
eight seat VW Transporter and 
two Mercedes 608Ds, one with 
21 and the other with 25 seats. 
Though most of the small 
vehicles are Mercedes this is 
likely to change in future, as 
has already started to happen 
with the van fleet. We've al- 
ways had Mercedes but Mer- 
cedes parts prices and terms 
have led us to change to Ford. 
Our next minibus will be a 
Transit,’ Norman said.‘ 

Despite long standing mis- 
givings about full sized

coaches, Abbey acquired its 
first full sized coach in March 
1989, a Berkhof Everest 
bodied Leyland Tiger. 
Purchased from Stuart John- 
son it had previously been 
with London Country and had 
reclining seats, a toilet and 
Sutrak air conditioning. Stuart 
Johnson had two at the time 
and Norman wishes he could 
have afforded to buy both, the 
one has been such a good 
vehicle. The move _ into 
coaches was prompted by two 
things. Mini and midi coaches 
had been operated for some 
time, many of them on con- 
tracts for Sheffield Council. 
Norman sensed that he would 
lose work as the council got 
more involved in operating its 
own schools and handicapped 
transport requirements. Full 
sized coaches were a way of 
replacing business. With the 
existing fleet of small vehicles 
and taxis Abbey was already 
receiving requests for bigger 
vehicles. 

The move  has_ been 
successful and the five large 
vehicles are now owned. The- 
re is no particular vehicle po- 
licy for new fleet additions, 
some have been bought at 
very short notice. Norman has 
found the Leyland Leopard to 
be, 'a good solid plodder’ and 
he now has three. Two have 
Plaxton Viewmaster bodies 
and the third is a Duple Domi- 
nant. The newest member of 
the fleet is a DAF MB with 
Plaxton Paramount 3500 
coachwork. Bought second- 
hand from Stuart Johnson last 
September, it has 53 recliners 
and a toilet and has been 
down seated to 49 and toilet to 
make it more comfortable. 

The majority of the work un- 
dertaken is for tour operators 
although there are a number 
of works contracts too. Al- 
though not under contract to 
them, the company does quite 
a lot of work for National Ex-

press. Though National Ex- 
press had the Rotherham Tra- 
vel Services operation based 
at the Carlton premises at Hel- 
laby, it took vehicles a long 
time to get from Hellaby to 
Sheffield’s Pond street coach 
station. RTS has now been 
disbanded and Abbey is in a 
good position, five minutes 
from Pond Street, to handle 
whatever comes up. The 24 
hour call out facility is another 
advantage, all managers have 
bleeps so if a coach is re- 
quired at short notice it can be 
provided. As there is no con- 
tract between the two compa- 
nies Abbey can refuse to turn 
out if other work prevents it. 
Sometimes loads are small 
enough to enable the use of a 
taxi, cars have been to Tor- 
quay and Glasgow on ocas- 
sions. A lot of feeder work is 
done for tour companies, 
though most of this involves 
the smaller vehicles. 

An example of how the dif- 
ferent facets of the Abbey ope- 
ration benefit each other can 
be seen in the fact that each of 
the coaches is equipped with 
a taxi radio. When the driver is 
on the outskirts of Sheffield on 
the return journey he asks 
passengers whether they 
need taxis and can arrange to 
have them meet the coach. 
Not only does it generate busi- 
ness, it provides an additional 
service to the customers. The 
tiger is also fitted with a tele- 
phone which is available for 
customer use and a portable 
phone can be used with any of 
the rest of the fleet. 

Another example of the fle- 
xibility possible through the 
inter-relationship of the busi- 
nesses comes in the way staff 
can be re-deployed. On the 
evening previous to my visit a 
coach had been scheduled to 
take supporters to a football 
match in Coventry, but the 
game had been called off in 


the afternoon. The driver allo- 
cated the job finished up driv- 
ing a Mercedes 250D to a 
Manchester hospital with an 
urgent blood sample. In the 
early 1970s, when the garage 
premises were built, Atcost 
put up the building frame and 
roof and the staff and taxi 
drivers did the rest of the 
building work. They wouldn't 
be able to do it now because 
of the Health and Safety laws 
but it shows how the work- 
force of the company has al- 
ways been very flexible. 

After two years in full sized 
coaching Norman has_ no 
regrets about entering the 
field. Things were not easy at 
first but after about a year 
things started to change for 
the better. ‘It’s not as cut 
throat as it was, we don’t lose 
people like we did, once we 
get people they tend to come 
back now,’ said Norman, ’it 
was going quite well up to this 
latest recession. | won't say 
it’s gone flat, but it has pulled 
back.’ Fortunately a drop off in 
trade on the coaching front is 
less difficult for Abbey than it 
is for many operators because 
as Norman points out, ’We’ve 
got so many businesses in 
one that if one goes slow the 
others pick up. The taxis area 
good back-up.’ 

The war against Saddam 
Hussain had begun on the 
night before my visit to Shef- 
field and was in everyone’s 
thoughts. ‘Obviously I’ve got 
to think about it, we’ve made 
sure we've got a good stock of 
diesel. My thoughts are that if 
a lot of folks are over there, 
then their families might not 
travel this year. Let’s hope 
they get it over and done with 
quickly,’ said Norman. ’We put 
a surcharge on when diesel 
first went up. It came down a

Customers appreciate the 
situation, nobody has comp- 
lained about it though a few 
have asked.’ 

Norman would like to see 
more co-operation between 
coach firms in the same way 
that he finds the confederation 
of taxi firms works quite well. 
Specifically excluding Na- 
tional Express with whom he 
has a good relationship, he 
says, ‘We have had problems 
getting paid by certain coach 
firms, it’s a pity coach and tour 
operators don’t pay quicker.’ 
Of late he has found that 
people owe more, longer, 
especially on the parcels side, 
though he does keep his 
finger very firmly on the pro- 
blem. Abbey are not members 
of BCC though they are in the 
Freight Transport Associa- 
tion. Abbey does not have a 
set pricing structure, _ if 
someone rings up and asks 
for a vehicle he looks atitona

Norman did not find the ad- 
ditional maintenance require- 
ments of full sized vehicles 
presented many problems. He 
said, ‘We didn’t have to 
change much when we started 
running coaches because we 
had the feel of the mainte- 
nance requirements from 
running PSV minibuses. We 
had to arrange for the use of 
bigger premises and we took 
on an extra coach mechanic.’ 
As a trained mechanic himself 
Norman does muck in when 
he has to. If neccesary he has 
been known to drive a feeder 
service to make sure a driver 
does not go over his hours. 

Asked whether taxis or 
coaches are the easiest to 
run, Norman had little hesita- 
tion in saying the taxis, ’be- 
cause sO many are owner 
drivers and you don’t have the 
tachographs.’ He added, '| 
wish they’d invent small 
tachos for cars so we could 
see more accurately what 
they do, how long they lay 
over, for instance.’ 

Norman and Anne are pro- 
ud of the service they provide. 
Norman said, ’The minibuses 
came out of the taxis and the 
coaches came out of the mi- 
nibuses. It’s great that people 
can ring one firm and get wha- 
tever type of transport they 
want.’
